
■ FESTIVAL: 23rd annual craft fair faces heat and rain threat 


Marshville heritage show weathers the weekend

WAINFLEET - It was a 
weekend to watch the skies 
at the 23rd annual Marshville 
Heritage Festival. 

A hot, humid Saturday was 
followed by a mild cooler 
Sunday under threatening 
skies and similar conditions 
Monday. Thunder, lightning 
and rain generally held off 
until the close of business 
each day for the 130 craft 
artisans. 

"We seem to be doing 
all right with a steady flow 
of people coming," public 
relations director Barb 
Henderson said midway 
through the festival Sunday. 

The festival, which is 
the only fundraiser for the 
Marshville Heritage Village, 
showcased a new gazebo. 
Sitting in the middle of the 
village and built in an late 
1800s style, it serves as a 
stage for entertainers. 

Like the school and 
church, however, it has 
enviroshakes on the roof. 


They look like cedar shakes, 
but are made of a plastic 
to extend the service of the 

The village has more brick 
sidewalks this year. They 
improve accessibility for 
those in wheelchairs and 
mothers with strollers. Brian 
Heaslip, who co-ordinates a 
wooden canoe building and 
raffle program, said the side¬ 
walks help improve the vil¬ 
lages school program. 

A two-week education 
program for children in 
Grade 3 is held each October 
and May. 

“The weather can get wet. 
The sidewalks will help chil¬ 
dren get around.” 

Heaslip runs a canoe¬ 
making course. For 12 
years, he has built a canoe 
to raffle off during the fes¬ 
tival. He starts one for the 
next year as a demonstra¬ 
tion during the festival. He 
instructs students on how to 
make it, working on it during 
Saturday sessions.

Brownbridge moved to 
Pelham about two years ago 
after living in the United States 
and New Zealand.

“The colours and textures 
found in Africa are truly 
unique and find their way into 
much of my art” 

She said she has participated 
in many university courses and 
independent art workshops to 
develop her skills. 

The welcome she received 
from the local art community 
impressed her. 

"The Pelham Art Association 
has fabulous resources for a 
new artist,” she said. 

“I love to go to classes, you 
learn so much. The Pelham 
Art Association has marvelous 
workshops.” 

Earlier this year, 
Brownbridge exhibited at 
the Pelham Art Festival. She 
opened her fine art studio on 
Maple St in the spring. 

Brownbridge is the 31st art¬ 
ists to display on the art wall, 
said Lori Hayes Root of the 
city's art task force. 

The task force is now book¬ 
ing into 2012. Artists interested 
in displaying can call 905-732- 
2840. 

The Wall of Art has become 
a major success for the task 
force and an attraction for the 
people of Welland, Root said. 

“Those in the library read¬ 
ing area can enjoy the art 
through the windows onto the 
hallway."

The students range from 
young to retired people with 
an interest in canoe making. 

“But I've yet to find anyone 
who likes to do the sanding," 
he said. 

Festival organizers encour¬ 
age, not only its 400 volun¬ 
teers to dress up in histori¬ 
cal attire, but also the arti¬ 
sans selling their crafts and 
products. 

For Paul Vuurman of 
Richmond Hill, that’s fine 
with him. 

“I love dressing up and 
wearing weird hats,” he said 
as he worked on a large bird 

“During the festival, I try to 
make at least one birdhouse,” 
as a demonstration of his 
wooden bird, bat and butter¬ 
fly houses. 

Marshville is Vuurman’s 
favourite show. Through the 
summer he goes to about 
four craft fairs after cutting 
back from 10 or 12. 

“They really take good care 
of you here,” he said about 
the organizers. “If there is 
anything you need, they go 
out of their way to get it.” 

Bill Warner brings his 
period show with him. He 
offers rides on a stagecoach 
pulled by two large Belgian 
horses, Belle and Denise. 

He has been coming for 
about 10 years as part of a 
series of shows he attends 


with his horses during the 
summer. Warner raises 
Belgian horses on a pumpkin 
patch farm in Niagara Falls, 
just east of Welland. 

Soup straight from the

“We have beef barley and 
vegetarian vegetable,” said 
Jackie Crow who along with 
her husband Ian have scooped 
out soup for five years. 

“It tastes different coming 
out of the kettle because of 
the wood burning under it,” 
she said. 

Ian said they use whatever 
wood is available, nothing 
special. 

“Sales were slow yester¬ 
day,” he said Sunday refer¬ 
ring to the humid Saturday 
afternoon. 

“It was a good day for the 
ice cream seller,” said Jackie. 

At the Wainfleet Historical 
Society exhibit, Carol 
Wohlscagel just looked 
through her home to bring 
the early to mid-1980s to life. 

“Grandmother kept every¬ 
thing,” she said about the 
collection of toys, clothing, 
books and new this year a 
heavy ironing board and a 
selection of period irons. 

Typically the festival, which 
ended Monday, draws about 
30,000 people a year.

PELHAM — Sandra van 
den Bogerd has an under- 

The North Pelham resi¬ 
dent writes mystery books 
as Sandra Orchard, drawn 
from a translation of her 
family's Dutch name van 
den Bogerd. 

Her first book, Deep 
Cover, has just come out as 
a Harlequin Love-Inspired 
romance. 

It is the beginning of her 
Undercover Cops series, 
with the next books sched¬ 
uled over the next two years. 
The second book, Shades of 
Truth, comes out in March 
2012, followed by Dose 
of Deception at the end of 
2012. 

Van den Bogerd will 
be signing copies of her 
debut novel, Deep Cover, 
Friday at 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. at 
Chapters in Fairview Mall, 
St. Catharines. 

The novel, set in a fic¬ 
tional Niagara town, depicts 
an undercover cop investi¬ 
gating an arson that killed 
his partner, only to have the 
woman he loves become the 
next target. Van den Bogerd 
said it’s die story of someone 
who has to reconcile how to 
do his job, which includes 
illegal activities,with his 
faith. 

“He gets caught up in a lie 
with the heroine.” 

She said the idea for the 
story came after she read 
about about an RCMP sting 
operation. 

The author said she 
always dreamed of writing. 
In 2004 she took a writing 
course with the intendon of 
writing reviews, articles and 
other forms of non-fiction. 

Before becoming a writer, 
van den Bogerd home- 
schooled her three children 
and renovated the house on 
her family's hobby farm. A 
back injury limited the ren¬ 
ovation work, the children 


are off to college and now 
she has a grandchild. 

Van den Bogerd started 
reading Christian romance 
fiction after the death of 
her mother and became 
interested in the style and 
approach of the books. 

On a suggestion from her 
husband, she decided to try 
to writing one. When she 
sent the first to a publisher, 
it wasn't accepted. She did, 
however, get an encouraging 


rejection letter with sugges¬ 
tions for improvement. 

“Then I discovered writing 
conferences and online writ¬ 
ing communities. My growth 
as writer took off," she said, 
adding that the Internet 
makes it much easier for 
writers to learn and for 
many to self-publish. 

However, van den Bogerd 
found herself an agent by 
promoting her unpublished 
manuscript to them. 


"They will only accept 
something they think they 
can sell,” she said. 

In 2009, she won the 
Daphne du Maurier Award 
for excellence in mystery/ 
suspense (unpublished). 
Through it Harlequin 
arranged for publishing 
Deep Cover and the follow¬ 
ing two books under the 
Love-Insprired Suspense 
banner, which was known as 
Chapel Hill. 


“Most people don’t real¬ 
ize it takes a year to go from 
acceptance to the book shelf 
for a new book,” she said. 

Van den Bogerd said there 
is an advantage with a pub¬ 
lisher such as Harlequin. 
Books appear on shelves 
across Canada and beyond. 
The publisher provides 
guidance to writers on the 
expectations of readers — 
in her case, what romantic 
action fiction readers want. 


“They’ve been doing this 
long enough to know what 
readers like and don’t like, 
and they do get the mail.” 

The story has to balance 
action with romance as 
well as the male and female 
viewpoints of character. 
New writers have to adhere 
to certain style conventions, 
she said. 

“Best-selling authors can 
get away with things new 
authors can’t,” she said, 
pointing out newcomers 
don’t have the edge of being 
established. 

Orchard sets her story 
in a fictional Niagara town 
called Miller’s Bay. It has 
the feel of Port Dalhousie, 
the coyotes of rural North 
Pelham and is located on 
Lake Erie. Van den Bogerd 
could shift Miller’s Bay to 
the south shore of Lake Erie, 
if it was necessary to appeal 
to American readers. 

Harlequin, however, 
accepted the Canadian 
location. 

Like most authors today, 
van den Bogerd as Orchard 
has a website, www.san- 
draorchard.com, a blog and 
Facebookpage. 

“Sometimes I have to 
explain Niagara to those 
unfamiliar with the area. 
Many people think coy- 

said the life-long Niagara 
resident who grew up in St. 
Catharines. 

In addition to her book 
signing at Chapters Friday, 
she will have one at the 
Believer’s Bookshelf at 5205 
King St., Beamsville, Sept. 
17 from 10 a.m. to noon. 

Deep Cover is available 
during September wher¬ 
ever Harlequin series books 
are sold and at Heritage 
Christian Bookstore in the 
Grantham Plaza. 

Harlequin, a Toronto- 
based company, publishes 
more than 110 titles a month 
in 31 languages in 111 inter¬ 
national markets on six 
continents.

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■ 9-11 ANNIVERSARY: Christine Dernederlanden helps family members of victims cope with fallout 

St. Catharines woman finds calling after attacks

ST. CATHARINES - There 
were no dads there anymore. 

Christine Dernederlanden 
needed to call her father 
from New York, after days of 
consoling child after child 
who lost a parent on Sept. 11, 
2001. 

“I just wanted to hear your 
voice," she recalls telling 
him. “There are no dads here 
anymore." 

It was a few weeks after the 
World Trade Center in New 
York City was hit, and the 
St. Catharines resident was 
delivering her grief books to 
children — along with death 
notifications. 

This was what she meant 
to do. 

Over the next decade, 
Dernederlanden worked 
in bereavement camps for 
Sept. 11 children, developed 
resources for counselling in 
schools and switched from 
hairstylist to certified trauma 
service specialist. 

While she surrounded 
herself with death, she was 
determined to live her own 
life to the fullest — learning 
to ride a motorcycle, acting 
in movies and having a baby 
with her husband 15 years 
after their first child was 
born. 

“It wasn’t my life that 
changed so much as I 
changed," she said recently 
in her family’s St. Catharines 
home, with her three-week 
old baby in her arms. 

“I went from this young 
little girl who wrote this book, 
to this woman who experi¬ 
enced all this. I left rather 
naive and I came back with a 
reality check." 

Her openness about death 
at age 39 is a far cry from the 
girl who put grief in a jar. 

When she was 14, her 
19-year-old brother died 
after falling into the Niagara 
Gorge. She wouldn't 
acknowledge that his death 
was painful for her, too. 

It was only years later as 
an adult that the grief came 
pouring out. 

"People who are grieving, 
they don’t just get over it,” 
Dernederlanden said. 

“It’s a part of who they are.’’ 

That’s when she set pen 
to paper, writing Where Is 
Robert?, the story of a little 
girl named Chrissy who must 
come to terms with her broth¬ 


er’s death. She self-published 
the book in May 2000, as part 
of a grief kit that included 
crayons, a journal and a box 
for mementos of the person 
who died. She hoped other 
children wouldn’t bottle up 
their emotions and feel dif¬ 
ferent from other kids, like 
she did. 

She couldn’t have known 
she’d need more copies. 

On Sept. 11, 2001, 
Dernederlanden got a star- 
ding and teary phone call at 
home while she was watch¬ 
ing the tragedy unfold on TV. 
An emergency response team 
worker in the U.S wanted 
to order as many kits with 
Where Is Robert? as possible. 

Niagara residents helped 
Dernederlanden fill the order 
at cost, donating $60,000 
in one month to send 6,000 
grief kits to children in New 
York and Washington. 

She delivered the order to 
New York and worked there 
with the Grief Resources 
Emergency Response Team, 
an organization created after 
the Oklahoma City bombing. 

The streets of Manhattan 
were still bare, people were 


in shock and the smell was 
horrific when she arrived. 

Some of the children she 
met were too young to under¬ 
stand that death is final. 
They would ask every day, 
“Where’s my dad? Where's 
my mom?” 

“There was a lot of crying, 
a lot of screaming and no 
comprehension of what hap¬ 
pened,” she said. “There were 
blank stares with a lot of 
those kids." 

Dernederlanden worked 
with teachers who were 
being asked those difficult 
questions on a daily basis. 
She did activities with kids to 
help them cope. 

When she returned to St. 
Catharines a month later, she 
looked at her life and career 
differently. 

“I no longer wanted to be 
held back by fear,” she said. 

She went back to school, 
got herself that motorcycle 
and did public speaking and 
workshops. She stopped 
sweating the small stuff. 

She was contacted by the 
Friendship Ambassadors 
Foundation and Lions Club 
International the following 


year, to help develop 9-11 
healing camps for children 
and families. 

Unlike the children she 
met during those initial days 
after the terrorist attacks, the 
children at the camps now 
understood full well the hand 
they’d been dealt. 

Some were quiet. Some 
were talkative. Some were 
very angry. 

Here, death was part of 
everyone’s lives. The camps 
offered a place where they 
could talk about it. They 
could ask questions without 
getting uncomfortable stares. 

“It wasn’t the answers 
that made a difference," 
Dernederlanden said. “It was 
the fact there was someone 
there to talk to.” 

Children followed her 
around the camp because 
she talked openly about 
death and about her brother 
dying. 

“It was horrific what hap¬ 
pened to my brother, but it 
was horrific what happened 
to your dad," she’d say. 

She watched some of the 
children begin healing. It 
wasn’t an easy job. There 


were times she beat herself 
up, like when she tried to 
initiate conversation with a 
boy at a 9-11 camp by asking, 
"What did your dad do?” 

“He jumped out of a build¬ 
ing, what do you think?” he 
snapped. 

"I meant, for a living,” she 
said, cringing inside. 

Some of the most 


angry kids would give 
Dernederlanden a hug by the 
end of their stay. She knows 
some went on to become 
police officers and firefight¬ 
ers, incorporating what hap¬ 
pened to their families into 
their careers. 

Others would be hindered 

The camps ran three or 
four times a year until 2006. 
Some were for 9-11 families, 
others for children of murder 
victims, widows and couples 
who had lost children. 

Dernederlanden developed 
the book HUGS — Helping 
Children Understand Grief 
Sessions. Thirty-six counsel¬ 
lors with the District School 
Board of Niagara were trained 
last week by Dernederlanden 
in HUGS, so they can help 
children deal with grief this 
school year. 

She said she handles all 
the sadness by putting it in 
perspective — they are not 
tragedies happening to her. 
The best thing she can do to 
help children is equip them 
to move forward in life. 

Her own children Chelsea, 
13, and Jacob, 15, were by 
her side with their father 
Nathan, her husband of 18 
years, when she gave birth to 
Coralea in the living room of 
their west-end home. 

For the longest time, 
Dernederlanden felt like she 
had brought death home to 
her family. 

“Here, I was able to give 
my teenagers and my whole 
family the opportunity to see 
what it’s like when life comes 
into a family.”

WELLAND — It was one 
of its best fundraising days in 
memory for the Help A Child

It topped $180,000 by the 
end of the day-long 25th 
anniversary celebration 
Saturday at Club Richelieu.

At the 
Extravaganza, she was 
remembered in photos, sto¬ 
ries, poems and songs. 

Donations were announced 
throughout the day, including 
$2,000 from Club Richelieu, 
which has hosted the event 
since the beginning, and 


$9,000 from the Southern 
Cruisers Riding Club, whose 
members rolled in on their 
motorcycles. 

Highlight ofthedaywasthe 
announcement of 25 families 
who will go to Disney World 
in Florida for a week. 

Bertrand said through 
the 25 years more than 500 
families have received trips,. 
In the early years, it was just 
three or four. 

The trips are just part 
of the Help A Child Smile 
program. It provides excur¬ 
sions to nearby attractions 
such as African Lions Safari, 
Marineland and Canada's 
Wonderland. 

It also has a series and 
social and family events for 
the children along with sup¬ 
port in the form of informa¬ 
tion, parking passes, gasoline 
cards and accommodation 
assistance for those whose 
children are treated at 
McMaster Children’s Centre. 

For many, the extravaganza 
is an annual tradition. 

Club Richelieu provides 
a free breakfast, the Niagara 
Music Awards brings in enter¬ 
tainers and sound support for 
the concerts that extend into 
the night and for years John 
Stone has pulled together a 
crew of cooks to prepare a 
steak dinner for those taking 
in the event. 

Four major prizes — a 
travel vouchure for $1,000,
